The men did not move nor make any 
dem onstration whatever until the officer was 
within two or three feet of them , when one of 
the n um be r^ uddenly straightened out his 
arm, 
A FLASH WAS SEEN, 
ft report heard, and the officer staggered and 
seemed about to fall. 
Before he could recov­ 
er sufficiently to defend him self the assassin 
fired a second and third shot and then disap­ 
peared, follow’ed by the two men who were 
with him . 
Ono of the last two shots fired 
went wide of its mark, but the other struck 
the victim in the back of tho neck, m aking an 
exceedingly dangerous wound. 
The officer, 
weakened by his w ounds, fell upon the side­ 
walk, where he was found by officers and cit­ 
izens who were drawn to the spot by the re­ 
port of the revolvers. 
The rapid firing and sound of men running 
rapidly from the scene of the shooting soon 
drew a crowd and the prostrate and half 
unconscious officer was placed upon a litter 
and removed to the police station w’here his 
wounds were dressed by Police 
Surgeon 
Wood. 
He rallied while being carried to the 
station, and his m ind became perfectly clear 
although he coy ld speak only with the great­ 
est of difficulty . 
After his wounds were 
dressed he walked to a hack and was driven 
home. 
* 
The officer’s wounds were found to be of 
the most dangerous character although it is 
hoped they may not prove fatal. 
The first 
bullet entered his mouth, knocked out three 
or four teeth, fractured the left jaw and 
lodged somewhere near the root of the tongue. 
This wound, as will be noticed by tho course 
the bullet took, is rem arkably like the one in ­ 
flicted upon Surrles by the murderous bur­ 
glar who attem pted to rob S, S. B akers jew­ 
elry store, about two weoks ago. 
The second 
bullet struck M artin near the base of the 
brain but did not, it is believed, penetrate any 
vital point. 
The shooting was done without the slightest 
provocation, and had it occurred a few hours 
earlier the assassin would have scarcely escaped 
summary punishm ent. The few who learned of 
the shooting urged that the prisoner be taken 
from the jail and hanged, but policemen stood 
guard above him and protected his worthless 
life. 
After committing the crime the*men sepa­ 
rated and attem pted to make good their es­ 
cape, but an alarm was sent to all parts of the 
city and officers and detectives scattered in 
every direction, with orders to arrest every 
suspicious character they met. Officer Clarkin 
discovered Alexander Tulor, a y oung bartender, 
on Main street near Fourth, shortly after the 
shooting, and placed him 
under 
arrest. 
He protested 
his 
innocence, 
but when 
taken 
to 
police 
headquarters 
and 
questioned 
he 
broke 
down 
and 
made 
a full confession. 
He adm itted he witnessed 
the shooting and said it was done by Frank 
M artin. 
The m urderer was well known to 
the police ai d in a short time they were chas­ 
ing him from point to point and at last located 
him in a room at Tenth and Main streets. 
Roundsm an Hay de and Officers Clarkins and 
Collins knocked at the door but were refused 
admittance. 
They broke the door down and 
with drawn revolvers 
entered 
the room. 
Martin had evidently done all the shooting he 
wished to do and made no attem pt at resist­ 
ance, an act of discretion that kept him from 
being riddled with bullets. 
Ho was taken in 
charge and is now locked in a cell at police 
headquarters. 
A small crowd gathered about the building 
while the arrest was being made and when the 
officers attem pted to m arch the prisoner to 
the jail 
THE TALK OF LYNCHING 
became so loud that they were forced to se- 
enre a hack to keep 
M artin 
from being 
mobbed. 
The crowd m eant business and 
would certainly have carried out the threat of 
ly nching if it had not been for the determ ined 
m anner in which the police guarded the pris­ 
oner. 
M artin, when arrested was in an ugly 
mood but denied the shooting. 
The shooting occurred near a Fourth street 
bagnio and the supposition is the men had 
been visiting some of the houses on that 
street. 
It is also thought that the shooting 
was partly the result of mistaken identity . 
M artin, the prisoner, has been a notorious 
member of a gang which has made Broadway 
and F ifth streets its headquarters, and Officer 
Kane has been instrum ental in m aking life 
unpleasant for the members. 
M artin had a 
grudge against Kane and. knowing he was 
patrolling that beat, determined to kill him. 
The prisoner is about 2 5 y ears old and is 
looked upon as a desperate character. 
His 
reputation as a desperado is borne out by the 
frightful record of bloodshed he has earned. 
So far as known he has never killed a man, 
but has shot and stabbed five if not more.

threw me to the ground.

Well, he did, aud I am told went so far as to 
consult some of his Republican friends about it 
Of course Tucker could not have taken the 
position if it had been offered him, but lie 
would have appreciated the compliment to his 
legal ability and integrity none the less be­ 
cause the offer came from a Republican pres­ 
ident.” 
Some of the newspapers have been report­ 
ing recently that Manning is to leave tho cab­ 
inet shortly . 
A gentleman speaking of these 
reports said that while he had no inform ation 
tonding to confirm them, he was sure that if 
Mr. M anning should conclude to retire it 
would not be on account of dissatisfaction 
with the president, but because of a long set­ 
tled purpose to retire from public life. 
His 
fortune is ample, and he of course could not 
desire to make money while he holds so im ­ 
portant a place as secretary of the treasury . 
Ho has never hesitated to declare that he only 
came into the cabinet to enable the president 
to inaugurate certain reforms, this being done 
his mission is ended.

Feb. 1 5.—“There seems to 
be a general impression among the people of 
the country ,” said Representative Heard of 
Missouri to-day in answer to au inquiry re­ 
garding the distribution of public documents 
by congressmen, “that every thing a member 
of congress wants to send out to hisconsfitu 
ents is furnished him free. 
But this is not 
the case. 
For instance, in the matter of 
speeches, all that a member gets of any 
speech delivered in congress is what appears 
in the copies of the 
Co n g ressio n a l Reco rd 
furnished him. 
If he wants any additional 
copies to send away he pay s for them at the 
price fixed by the public printer, which runs 
all the way from sixty cents to one dollar and 
a half a hundred, according to the length of 
the speech. 
Already during this season I 
have purchased about 1,200 copies of Sena­ 
tor Beck’s silver speech, 1 ,0 0 0 copies of 
Mills’s silver speech, 3 0 0 copies of Judge 
Seney ’s speech on the presidential succession 
bill, and from 1 to 3 0 0 copies of several 
other speeches.” 
“Is it a common practice for congressmen 
to buy many copies of speeches to send out?” 
was asked. 
“It is,” replied the representative. 
“Each 
con gressman buy s such speeches as he thinks 
will interest his constituents, and the num ­ 
ber of speeches sent out by congressmen is 
enormous. 
“Then there is the daily Co ng ressio na l 
Reco rd . 
Each member’s quota is twenty -one 
copies. 
He gets one copy on his desk in the 
house, and one delivered at his residence. 
The rest he orders sent to the addresses of 
applicants.” 
“Do y ou have many requests for the R ec­ 
o rd ‘d " 
was asked. 
“Almost every day I get au application for 
a copy ," replied Representative Heard, “the 
people doubtless supposing ii is published by 
the government for general and free distribu­ 
tion, whereas, except tho twenty -one copies 
furnished eanh member, the 
Reco rd costs $8 
a copy for the session. 
Most of the papers in 
a congressman’s district desire a copy of the 
Reco rd, and where there are forty or fifty 
papers to be supplied from a quota of twenty 
copies it is evident that somebody m ust be 
refused. 
Some prefer to wait and get a 
bound volume of the 
Reco rd at the end 
of the session, and we supply it in that 
form as far as possible.”

Whenever a law con- 
Ihcts with the iutei-ests o f capitalists it is no 
trouble and a verj' little expense to render it a 
dead letter, as witness the law passed by con­ 
g ress ag ainst the impoi*tation o f pauper labor­ 
ers and the anti-Chinese immig ration law. 
What is needed is not more laws, but the en­ 
forcement o f what we have already . 
As to the bill itself, which has been under 
consideration for sometime by the senate 
public lands committee, its provisions are 
tolerably fair, and were there any hopes o f its 
being enforced as a law its passag e would be 
a g reat benefit to the Americans—both native- 
born and naturalized. Tt provides, 
first: 
“ Th.at it shall be unlawful for any person 
“ or persons, not citizens o f the United States, 
“ or who hare not lawfully d ecla red their in- 
*‘teniio n to b eco me such citizen.s, 
or for any 
“ cori>oration not created by or under the laws 
“ o f the United States or o f some state or 
“ tciTitory o f the United States, to hereafter 
‘ acquire, hold or own real estate so here- 
“ aftt r acquirefl, or any interest therein in any 
“ o f the territories o f the United States or in 
“ the Distiict o f Columbia, except such as may 
“ l>o acquired in g ood faith in the ordinary 
“ course o f justice in the collection of debts.” 
The first loophole for escape in this section 
Is in the words itiilisized. 
A man may de­ 
clare his ini:ention o f becoming a citizen, se­ 
cure his land, and y et never become fully 
naturalized. 
There is no limit set to the 
amount o f land he maj purchase under this 
law. 
To be o f any l>enefit the foreig ner 
should be prohibited from purchasing land 
until he has resided here the full term o f y ears 
and completed the full naturalization. 
He is 
no t itn American citizen until that time, and 
if bo will r« ‘side here that leng th o f time and 
fulfill all the requirements o f the present law 
vith reg ard to becoming a citizen he should 
then be entitled to take up the same amount 
i)f g overament land as a native born citizen 
nn<J be subj.jct to the same laws with reg ard 
to purchase as the native is.

The surgeons at the Hartford city hospital 
are making a curious experiment in their en­ 
deav ors to renew the scalp of Eosanna Fh'nn.
